For about four hours Monday even­ 
ing the town council battled—yes, 
battled—with various important m at­ 
ters concerning the borough and a 
number of questions were decided after 
lengthy and, at times, rather heated 
arguments. 
The first deflate was brought about 
by a request from the council of St. 
Jam es Lutheran church asking that 
the town council reconsider their ac­ 
tion 
authorizing 
the laying at the 
corner of York and Stratton streets 
of a concrete intersection similar to 
the one now- in use at the correr of 
Lincoln avenue and Carlisle street.The 
reason given for the request was the 
fact that a large amount of water 
drains down to this coiner and that in 
rainy weather the intersection would 
make walking very unpleasant. Other 
means were suggested to relieve the 
present condition of crossings. 
It developed again on Monday even­ 
ing th at 
the 
concrete 
intersection 
idea is one of the Highway Commit­ 
tee's favorite 
plans. 
The 
members 
of that committee argue th at such 
intersections are permanent improve­ 
ments, do not require the constant 
cost of maintenance which the other 
crossing in town do require, that they 
are cleaner, more durable, and more 
satisfactory in every way; and that 
if the council were to continue to put 
down two every year for ten years 
they would gradually get rid 
of 
a 
large expenditure for the up-keep of 
crossings. 


In discussing the m atter Mr. Keith 
of the Highway Committee remarked, 
"For years you have been spending 
thousands of dollars on the streets of 
town. Whai do you have to show for 
it? Not one thing hut the concrete 
intersection, which we put down last 
year. And if you want to continue in 
the same old way you will have the 
same condrtion in the future”. 
Mr. Butt, chairman of the Finance 
Committee led the other side of the 
argument claiming that the finances 
of the town would not stand the ex­ 
penditure necessary to lay the inter­ 
jection under discussion, and further­ 
more that the 
request 
of 
the 
St- 
Jam es Council should lie 'taken into 
consideration. 
The argum ent waxed 
very warm at times and when it came 
up for a vote stood at a tie. 
The Finance 
Committee, 
Messrs. 
Butt, Tawney and Shealer voted as a 
unit to revoke the original instruc­ 
tions to the Highway Committee to 
lay the intersection, 
while 
Messrs. 
Codon and Keith of the latter com­ 
mittee and Mr. Armor voted to allow 
the crossing to he 
laid. 
President 
Trostle decided the question by vot­ 
ing with the Finance Committee, say­ 
ing that he decided that way Liecause 
if the heavy water drainage at that 
corner. 


Mr. Keith, who had asked that ac­ 
tion be deferred until an engineer 
could be secured to investigate that 
phase of the question, then announced 
that, so far as improvements at that 
corner were concerned, the Highway 
Committee was through 
and 
that 
some one else would have to take up 
work at that point.

At the last meeting of the Council 
it was decided to proceed against the 
hackmen who had not paid their 1912 
license and Borough Attorney Wible 
asked Monday night whether council 
wanted him to proceed against all or 
to make a test case 
against 
one. 
Council decided on the latter course 
and named the firm of Holtzworth 
and Hoffman as the 
firm 
against 
whom suit should be brought. 
Much of last year’s tax has not been 
collected, Burgess Hultzworth under­ 
standing that the old ordinance would 
not stand a legal test and ’that it 
was useless to try to collect same. 
Mr. Holtzworth is a member of the 
firm against whom action is now to be 
brought. 


The new ordinance which the B ur­ 
gess vetoed last 
year 
was 
again 
brought up and passed, all the mem­ 
bers present voting for it, except 
Mr. Shealer who voted against it.The 
measure will now go to the Burgess 
for his signature. It provides that 
every wagon be taxed $1.00 for every 
passenger it can carry. The large 
seven seated wagons would each cost 
liverymen $20 a year under this pro­ 
vision, while the highest total license 
formerly paid by a single liveryman 
was only $22. 
It was pointed out by councilmen at 
Monday evening’s meeting th at those 
who have not paid for 1912 would he 
wise to do so under the old ordinance 
for the new one will be put into effect 
in all probability before May first. 
The hack license year extends from 
June to June so th at those who did 
not pay last year can be forced to

Raise Tax Rate 
Upon recommendation of the Fi- j Regulations of Military Parks and Mrs. Seylar Died at the Home of her 
nance Committee the tax rate for this 
year was placed at ti mills general 
and 4 mills special. Last year it was 
5 and 3 mills respectively—an in­ 
crease of twro mills for 1913. In re­ 
commending this rate the committee 
outlined the expenses for the year, 
mentioning highway work which has 
been authorized and which includes 
improving and macadamizing Broad­ 
way a t a cost of over $1100, paving 
the intersection at the corner of Balti­ 
more and High streets, new curbs, 
bridges on West Middle street and 
Springs avenue The report also men­ 
tioned other probable expenses and 
concluded with the following: 
“ In making the above recommenda­ 
tions your Committee is mindful of 
the fact th a t during the year 1912 the 
sum of $3280.00 was set aside to be 
expended on Streets, Highways and 
Miscellaneous bu’t instead of expend­ 
ing this sum for these purposes there 
was expended the Sum of about $5500.- 
(K), or $2213.40 more than the esti­ 
mated proceeds of taxes levied fur 
that purpose. 
“The expenditures for the Borough 
have been constantly in excess of the 
income, hence the result has been the 
expansion of the floating indebtedness 
of the Borough until the same is now' 
aliout $12000.00. The existing methods 
of managing the finances have been 
wrong in so far as the expenditures 
are usually made, without reference 
to the amount set ; - de annually for 
the particular purposes and especi­ 
ally that part se't aside under the 
item, S t;eets, Highway* and Miscel­ 
laneous. 
“ In the opinion of your Committee 
the estimated expanses of the Borough 
ought to be set forth sp ecially in an 
itemized statem ent,such av your Com­ 
mittee presents as a part o f this re­ 
port, and that the various com m ittees 
of the Borough and its officers should 
be compelled to a rran t, end ii.ar.age 
its improvements and expenditures in 
such m anner so us not to exceed th** 
amount set aside for pattie Ja r 
pur­ 
poses. In other words a budget should 
lie presented and adopted; and when 
the funds as set aside by that budget 
for particular purposes is exhausted, 
the expenditures for that specific pur­ 
pose should cease.
